IlMMt yestcrdny in the Cotcll murder 
case were the three Stoue Kii'la- Emma 
Stone first took the stand. In a firm, 
dear tone she told the story of that 
•wfal night, when her home was turned 
into a ohamel'hoase and she was or- 
phaned. "I retired at 9 o'clock that 
Saturday night," sht^ said. "^ly father 
and mothor and othrr members (if tlio 
family had none U) bed somewhat ear- 
lier. I had a very bad dream and was 
mach startled; I heard my sister Hattie 
call 'Emma' three times. That is all I 
knew nntil my aant was sitting by my 
side." 

"How many times were you struck?" 

"Only once, that I remember." 

Hattie Stone was next called. She 
trJd of being aroused on the fatal night. 
She opened her door and was struck on 
the head. She slept with Flora. She 
locked the* door, and she and Flora 

Stayed CJod for help. Then she tted 
own a ladder and ran half a mile 
through rain and darkne.ss tO g*thelp. 
Flora was left in the room. 

(.)n cros.s-Kxamination she admitted 
that slio had said at th(^ in(iuest that slie 
knew nothing to impliiatf Cotcll in tlic 
murder. She said that was true, and 
that even now she knew nothing ci her 
own knowledge to convict him. 

Flora Stone, the younger gister of 
Emma and Hattie, then told the story 
of the murder and related how the mur- 
derer had smashed the door and entered 
her room after Hattie had gone for help. 
She was asked if at that time she recog- 
nized the voice of the murderer. She 
replied that she recognized the voice of 
Cotell. Asked to point out the man, 
she levelled her finger to Cotell. "That 
is the man," she said. The prisoner 
showed no emotion. Ho smiled slightly 
and looked straight at her, but not a 
moscle of his face twitched.

NOVEL "TURNPIKE "SCHEME. 



Ohio Btatt Bond Oommlaiioa Bceoic- 
Beads a New Departat •. 



Ohio has advanced a new idea for 

connty roads wliicti is meeting with 
much favorable attention. 
It is practically a steel track for smooth 

rnnnin<; of wa^on wheel-^. 

The road as planned coini-ts of two 
rails made of steel, having' the thickness 
of boiler plate, each formed in the shape 
of a gutter, five -inches wide at the bot- 
tom, with the sides sloping outward 
about one and one-half inches. 

The tracks will be placed at the proper 
ilistance ai)art and the low, slopinj; sides 
uf the track would make it easy for the 
wheels to enter or leave it. 8uch a 
double track ntet'l road, sixteen feet wide, 
tilled in between with broken stone, ma- 
cadam size, it is estimated, would cost 
about ^i;,0()n as against $7,000 per mile 
tor a macadam roadbed of the same width, 
but the cost of a rural one-track steel road, 
it is estimated, would be only about $2,' 
000 per mile. 

It is claimeil that a road of tlie descrip- 
tion named would last much longer than 
stone, and that one horse will draw on a 
steel track twenty times as nincb as on a 
dirt road, and live linu -i as much as on 
macadam.
